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XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No, 40,—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for October, 


November, and December, 
and the year 1920, 


__ October.—With the exception of the extreme South-East corner and the North and East 
Kimberleys, a general deficiency in the October rain totals was noted throughout the State, 
The shortage was most severely felt along the West and South-West Coasts and over the agr 
cultural districts. 

_ The coastal areas were affected by several rainstorms of varying intensity, but only one 
of these, which occurred on the 10th, extended in anything like a general fashion to the wheat 
belt, and even in this instance the falls dwindled to negligible amounts over the extreme Eastern 
agricultural districts. On the 22nd, however, a slight monsoonal depression which passed 
through the Goldfields spread to these far Eastern localities, and the resulting light rainfall 
was of decided benefit. 

Although the month was a very dry one in Western Australia, the depressions which passed 
over the State gathered greatly in intensity in their Eastward movement, and as a result of 


their subsequent activities extensive rainfalls were reported over the Eastern States. 


November.—From a rainfall point of view November has been chiefly remarkable for the 
vain which fell during the last week in the Kimberley and for the thunderstorms which visited 
the agricultural country and goldfields between the 23rd and 26th. 

With few exceptions tropical stations disclosed an excess which was most marked in the 
Kast Kimberley, where Turkey Creek showed a total monthly registration of 679 points. This 
total has only once, during a period of 23 years, been exceeded during November. 

South from these regions the rainfall during the days previously mentioned was responsible 
for excesses at many of the goldfields stations, and in portions of the North-East and Eastern 
agricultural districts. Unfortunately, however, the passage of the tropical depression was 
associated with some destructive hailstorms, which, from the meagre reports at present to hand, 
appear to have operated in the Dalwallinu district, then moved in a South-easterly direction 
past Wongan Hills, and thence to the South of Grass Valley and Cunderdin. Over coastal 
areas and the Southern Agricultural districts a slight deficiency was everywhere indicated. 


December.—With the exception of tropical rains and light gaugings in the extreme South 
West and along the South Coast, a very dry December has been reported throughout the State’ 

A rainless month was experienced along the Midland Railway and throughout the North 
eastern and Eastern agricultural districts, while over the remainder of the agricultural country’ 
and on the West and South-West coasts, the gaugings were light and scattered. Similar con” 
ditions prevailed over the Gascoyne and Goldfields. 

In the tropics, however, some heavy gaugings were reported. The best rains fell in the 
West Kimberley in connection with an intense monsoonal depression which, first operating 
off Darwin, skirted Wyndham and then rested over the West Kimberley, torrential downpours 
being noted from the 24th to 27th, between Derby and Broome and inland to Fitzroy Crossing. 
Of the other tropical stations Marble Bar, thanks to a local downpour of 313 points on the 2nd, 
showed the most marked excess. 


Year 1920.—The opening months of 1920 were characterised by very dry conditions over 
the greater part of the State. In the tropics the deficiency in the usual monsoonal rains was 
very marked. Until the middle of April, most of the rainfall was confined to the Kimberley 
and only in a few instances, where the totals were swelled by chance thunderstorms, were ex- 
cesses over the monthly averages met with. In Southern areas the first two months were pro 
ductive only of isolated thunderstorms and one downpour of Southern origin, which was re- 
stricted to lower Great Southern localities. 

In March monsoonal activities were pronounced, but in the tropics where rain was badly 
needed, the results were again disappointing. One disturbance passed through the interior 
on the 3rd, benefiting the Coolgardie Goldfield, while two others, on the 12th and at the end 
of the month respectively, brought general downpours. As a result, the whole State from 
Onslow southward, received far more rain than usual for March. Another inland rain occurred 
on the 8th April, but was heavy only on the North Coolgardie Fields, the rest of the sub-tropical 
areas experiencing a decidedly dry month. On the 15th a big rainstorm developed in the tropics, 
phenomenal totals for the month of April being recorded during the next five days: The in- 
land Kimberley districts, however, did not participate. 

The agricultural districts experienced their first winter rains early in May, but they were 
not repeated until the closing days of the month. Another fine interval marked the opening 
week of June, but on the 10th general rains recommenced and lasted for four weeks with little 
intermission. After July 7th a decided falling off in the activity of the systems was noted, the 
showers being mostly coastal for the rest of the month, but they revived in August, which was 
very wet until the 22nd. A good fall marked the close of the month, but nearly a fortnight 
elapsed before the next important agricultural rain, which proved to be the last of a general 
character for the season, although one or two subsequent disturbances benefited the Great 
Southern districts.

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The winter rains, therefore, commenced on the 8th May, and finished on tre 22th Sep- 
tember. They were decidedly heavier than usual in May, June and August, but somewhat 
deficient in July, while September, 1920, ranks amongst the driest on record. On the 30th 
June, and on several dates in August, they were associated with snow, which fell over a large 
area in the lower Great Southern country, and at one or two Southern Goldfields localities. 
Most of the rainstorms were defective in penetrating quality. Few of them reached the Gold- 
fields, where the best gaugings for the winter period occurred in connection witha belated summer- 
type system on the 5th and 6th of June, which also brought a very welcome fall to the Ash- 
burton country. : 

Very little rain fell in the tropics from mid-May until the end of November, although light 
showers occurred in September, which is usually very dry. Thunderstorms were fairly general 
in the last week of November and excesses were reported from all Kimberley and inland North- 
West stations. Patchy inland rains visited Southern areas from the 22nd to 26th of that month, 
resulting in the averages being exceeded at a large number of stations, including the central 
parts of the wheat belt. This rainfall was the only one of any great extent to occur fouth of 
the Tropic after the middle of September. Thunderstorms were frequent both in the Kimberley 
and DeGrey in early December, the greatest excesses being noted on the West Kimberley Coast. 

Taking the year as a whole, with the exception of the districts between Derby and Broome 
and around Marble Bar, defects varying from one to over ten inches were noted in the tropics. 
Over the greater part of the South-West Coastal and agricultural districts a surplus was shown, 
but the goldfields and Gascoyne country showed, with few exceptions, somewhat large defici-
